Allon stressed that in making this 
offer, “Israel has demonstrated fts 
readiness to reach an agreement by 
showing great understanding for 
Syria's legitimate interests and 
prestige." 

“At the same time," he added, 
“Israel is taking care of its own 
legitimate security interests.” 

He then called on Syrian President 
Hafez Assad to live up to his name 
“Lion” in Arabic — and show 
the courage to lead his nation to- 
ward peace, and not another futile 
military adventure. 

He suggested that the Syrian 
leader follow Israel's example “by 
demonstrating its good will and 
adopting a sober policy of vision 
that will bring peace to all the na- 
tlons of the region." 

Turning to the Egyptian front, 
Mr. Allon praised Egypt for its 
courage in signing and so far ho- 
nouring the disengagement agree- wo 
ment with Israel. He expressed his 
concern, however, at Egypt's con- 
tinuing acquisition of arms “which 
are not needed for good -\tatlow- 
and peace.”

Two Kurdish emissaries charged 
‘Wednesday that some 120,000 Kur- 
dish families had been expelled by 
the Iraqi Government in recent 
months from disputed areas of the 
country and replaced by Arab 
settlers, 

Juamar Ali, representative in Eu- 
rope of the Kurdish Democratic 
Party, and Shafig Gazzaz, head of 
its Information Department, were 
speaking informally to U.N. corres- 
pondents as part of a tour of the 
U.S. and Europe in support of Kur- 
dish autonomy, 


They seid that for the past four 
years the Iraqi authorities had re- 
fused to hold a promised census in 
areas around Kurkuk, Sinjar and 
Khanagin, which the Kurds claimed 
should be included in an autonom- 
ous Kurdish region. 

“The Iraqi Government has tried 


expelled 


to shift the Kurdish population by 
force from these so-called disputed 
areas, and has brought non-Kurdish 
elements from the south and planted 
them in this area,” Mr, Gazzaz sald. 

Asked whether the presence of 
oil in Kirkuk and other 
areas was the key to the conflict, 
Mr. Gazzaz said the oil at present 
was a “double disaster" for the 
Kurds. It was not being exploited 
for their benefit, but was used 
to buy weapons which were turned 
against them. 

The Kurds claimed that their ad- 
ministration, headed by Mustafa 
Barzani, controlled about half the 
territory of Iragi Kurdistan.

REYKJAVIK (UPI). — A stagnat- 
ing economy, inflation, strikes and 
controversy over the maintenance of 
a U.S. Naval base in Iceland yester- 
day forced Prime Minister Olafur 
Johannesson to dissolve parilament 
and call general elections for June 30.

UNITED NATIONS (ITA). — 
The U.N. Economic and Social 
Council (Eccsoe) agreed on 
Wednesday to invite represent- 
atives of Arab terrorist organ- 
isations to take part in ‘the 
World Conference on Population 
to be held in Bucharest this sum- 
mer. Ecosoc approved by consgen- 
sus 2 resolution to extend the in- 
vitation to terrorist groups that 
are “recognised by the Organisa- 
tion for African Unity (OAU) 
and/or the Arab League."

TOKYO. An  eerthquake 
struck wide areas of Central 
Japan yesterday, toucning off 
Yandslides that caused a number 
of casualties and heavy property 


damage. 

Police said the hardest hit area 
wag the Shizuoka Prefecture, about 
160 ‘kms. south-west of Tokyo, 
where at least one person was 
killed and 27 others injured. About 
80 other persons were missing. 
Police said most of the casualties 
were caused by landslides triggered 
by the tremor. 

The meteorological agency said 
the tremor recorded fire on the 
Japanese scale of seven in Shimoda, 
Shizuoka Prefecture. It measured 
6.8 on the Richter scale. | 

A chain of landstides. damaged 
Nearly 280 houses in the Shimoda 
area, police said.

U.S. ARMS STOCKPILE FOR 
ALLIES PLANNED 


WASHINGTON (AP).— Because 
of the Yom Kippur War, the 
Pentagon is planning a special 
stockpile of military equipment to 
meet emergency needs of allies 
anywhere in the world. 

This special ‘con’ icy stockpile 
is expected to cost “a few hundred 
million dollars," the Pentagon said. 
However, it appears this might be 
8 conservative forecast. 

Officials said the first money to 
build this stockpile of ammunition, 
tanks, weapons, spare parts and 
other equipment would probably be 
requested in the next Defence Bud- 


get, which will go to Congress early ing 


next year. 


In response to questions, the 
Pentagon said the idea for the pro- 
posed new stockpile evolved from 
the experience of last October. On 
short notice, the U.S. dipped into 
the war reserve stocks of American 
forces to supply Israel with military 
hardware worth about one billion 
dollars. 

“In some cases there was an un- 
desirable impact on U.S. readiness 
to cope with potential world-wide 
contingencies," the Pentagon said. 

The aim of creating the special 
stockpile for allies is to enable 
their quick resupply without harm- 
the readiness of American forces, 
officials said.

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SOVIET GAMBIT 


IVER since the October War, 
44 when Egyptian President 
Sadat realized he must turn te 
the United States to obtain a 
negotiated settlement, the So- 
viet Union has sought to use 
the Palestinian terrorist orga- 
aizations — 2s well as Syria — 
as the means of containing the 
scope of Dr. Kissinger's media- 
tional role. By supporting the 
terrorist sroups, the Kremlin 
believes it can counter U.S. in- 
fluence in Egypt, Jordan and 
elsewhere, gain leverage on the 
process of negotiation, and in 
the end reap credit in the entire 
Arab world. τ 

This Soviet gambit puts Mos- 
cow into conflict not only with 
Israel and the U.S. but also 
with the interests of Jordan. 
Soviet readiness to wield the 
instrument of the terrorists in- 
creases in direct proportion to 
its anxiety over American suc- 
cesses. 

it was not a coincidence there- 
fore that the same sense of 
urgency which led Mr. Gromyko 
to visit Damascus earlier this 
week also prompted him to meet 
Yasser Arafat in the Syrian 
capital and assure him that in 
the Russian view only the Pa- 
lestine Liberation Organization 
is “entitled to speak in the name 
of the Palestinian people.” 

Mr. Gromyko's urgings and 
the prospects of a new round 
of talks in Geneva have led in 
turn to 2 series of meetings by 
the various terrorist chiefs de- 
Signed to plot a political course 
to take advantage of the Rus- 
sian stance. 

But King Hussein has also 
not been idle. On May 1 he 
made 


it clear that while the 


PLO may speak for the Pales- 
tinians, he is the address for 
the West Bank in any forth- 
coming negotiations. And yester- 
day the Jordanian Information 
Minister, presumably addressing 
himself to the terrorist leaders, 
declared that if the Arab states 
permit the PLO to negotiate the 
future of the West Bank, Jordan 
would boycott any such talks. 
He distinguished as well be- 
tween the Palestinians as a 
whole and those who live in 
Jordan and the West Bank. 

While Mr. Gromyko is  in- 
terested in stirring this cauldron, 
the U.S. sensitive to the com- 
plexity of the issues, has been 
intent on a step-by-step nepo- 
tiating process in which the 
Egyptian and Syrian military 
fronts have the first priority. 
This U.S. approach has been sup- 
ported by Israel and E, τ and 
Jordan as well. It is al sup- 
ported by the vast majority of 
Palestinians who realize that 
their interests are not served by 
the manipulative designs of the 
Soviet Union. 

if the opening that now exists 
for a disengagement apreement 
between Syria and Israel can be 
widened in the days ahead to 
embrace an accord, the Soviets 
will undoubtedly push. even 
harder on the Palestinian lever. 

But this should also offer an 
opportunity for the parties di- 
rectly concerned — Israel, Jor- 
dan and the people of the West 
Bank and Gaza — to address 
themselves to the issues of their 
future coexistence in a way 
which serves their vital and le- 
gitimate interests and not the 
calculations of Soviet global 
aims.

Survey sees October War as | i 


break-through to stability 


Ts successful use of the oll weapon by 
the Arab states in the wake of the 
October War produced the greatest shock, 
the most potent sense of a new era, of any 
event of recent years, says the London-based 
International Institute for Strategic Studies. 

This was the first success ever obtained 
at the highest level of politics by economic 
sanctions, and the first time that major 
industrial states had to bow to pressure from 
pre-industrial ones. It was by far the biggest 
extension of the world’s effective political 
arena since the Chinese revolutton. and it 
opened up prospects of quite new political 
balances, according to the Institute's “Stra- 
tegic Survey 1978," published today. 

With the rise of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries {OPEC}, the 
“pentagon” of power in the world pro- 
claimed only two years ago by U.S. Pres- 
ident Richard Nixon had become a “hexa- 
gon.” But it was plain that the oll producers 
enjoyed one dimension of power to an ex- 
ceptional degree, but few others. 

The energy crisis was not created by the 
October War, only precipitated. The crisis 
antedates the war and could outlast a settle- 
ment of Arab-Israeli differences. None the 
less, the force of the oil weapon and the 
fact that the fantastic growth of Arab 
oil revenues might ultimately mean that 
the military balance could turn against 
Israel, has meant that time is no longer 
on Israel's side. A settlement should be 
attempted while Israel still holds strong 
negotiating cards, the survey notes. 


Energy crisis : 
Finding some slight prospects for peace

In det-~ 
ence they were resolute and cohesive. ‘Ths 
Arabs were prodigal in their use of equip- 
ment, and their sheer numbera had much 
to do with their early success.” 

To underscore the force of the Arab es- 
sault it is shown that the Syrians used 
between 900 and 1,200 tanks and perhaps 
45,000 men in their attack against an Is- 
raeli garrison of 180 tanks and 4,500 men. 
On the Egyptian front Israel had 600 men 
on the Bar-Lev Line supported by an arm- 
oured brigade with some 240 tanks and ἃ 
third brigade further back in Sinal. Against 
this force the Egyptians launched three 
mechanized divisions later supported by 
two armoured divisions. 

However, the attacking forces failed to 
press home thelr initial advantage. “The 
Syrians quickly lost momentum as they ran 
on to Israeli anti-tank defences, and the 
Egyptian operations, inhibited by the safety 
their ground-based air defences afforded, 
were slow and deliberate, giving time for 
Israel to muster her forces... It seemed 
at the time a close run thing, with Israeli 
forces on the ground heavily outnumbered 
and surprised by the effectiveness of their

Travellers’ cheques 
summer tourist season 15 
getting under way, and holiday- 
makers all over the world are 
equipping themselves with skis, 
snorkels, cameras and back-packs.

It is exactly 100 years ago since 
Thomas Cook, father of ail travel 
agents, issu the first ‘travel 
cheques." He called them “circular 
notes,” in order to link them up 
in his clients' minds with the ‘'cir- 
cular tickets” he introduced for 
European railways. 

Before the 1870s, travellers going 
abroad were mostly wealthy, weill- 
connected people who could call 
on ‘friends and acquaintances in 
foreign countries for travel funds, 
But by the late 1860's, Cook (and 
his son) found himself asked to 
arrange tours for tess well-to-do 
folk, with no rich friends. They 
paid for their hotel accommodation 
and fares in advance, but had to 
take spending money with them and 
found it a nuisance either to wear 
cumbersome money belts on their 
bodies or sew bank notes into their 
corsets.
